Tis as: difficulty; as tis difagrecable, to 
repreſent this horrid Tranſation: Twas {0 
foul through the whole formal Progreſs, 
that tender —— much more hecom- 
iog, than keen upon the ungrateful 
Remembrance, How "_ ſoever our In- 

dignation 
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dignation may riſe againſt a truly Terrible, 
though at the ſame Time a Theatrical 
Court of Faſtice ! Yet, at this Diſtance of 
Years, Severity of Repentance is much 
preferable to Acrimony of Reflection: Tis 
better to aim at the Expiation of the 
Crime with our Tears, than at the De- 
ſcription with Gall and Venom. 


It muſt be owned, That the Hiſtory of 
the K/ngdow appears too much like a Com- 
mentary upon the Iniquity of the Day : 
The immediate Confuſions, and Diſtracti- 
ons which enſued, together with all the 
ill Conſequences of the Education of the 
Royal Family Abroad, point too naturally 
at the Source of National Guilt: And 
that we are not yet wholly free from Popiſh 
retenſions may, perhaps, be a judicial Pu- 
niſnment for the cruel Treatment of ſuch 
a Pious Proteſtant Prince! - 5 


Be this as it will, whether the Sin of 
& Forty Eight be legible, or not, in ſucceed- 
ing Years, yet, as it was a "wicked Par- 
ricide, and an unjuſt Outrage againſt a
